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Commissioner proposes 
precept rise to tackle crime 


POLICE and Crime Com¬ 
missioner, Martyn Under¬ 
hill, is hoping to persuade 
Dorset people to pay an¬ 
other seven pence a week 
on their council tax bills - 
to support the county’s po¬ 
lice force. 

He is proposing to in¬ 
crease the amount people 
pay for policing in Dorset 
by 1.95 per cent for 2014- 
15. 

Mr Underhill said the 
extra money will be used 
to recruit new officers and 
for investment in new 
technology. 

The proposed rise to the 
precept, the part of the 


council tax that pays for 
police services, is a rise 
from £183.51 to £187.09 
annually, for a band D 
household. This will take 
Dorset police’s budget to 
£112.8 million for 2014- 
15. Mr Underhill will put 
his proposals to the Police 
and Crime Panel on Febru¬ 
ary 6th. 

Once he and the panel 
agree a figure it will be im¬ 
plemented in April. 

Mr Underhill said: “It is 
right that we invest in the 
future to create an efficient 
and effective force. 

“I have sought to balance 
the needs of our police 


service with the demands 
on families across Dorset. 
I am proposing a rise of 
1.95%. This produces a 
challenging but achievable 
budget for Dorset Police 
that will enable us to pro¬ 
tect service to the public 
whilst minimising de¬ 
mands on taxpayers. 

“My priority is to keep 
people in Dorset safe. 
Everywhere I go, people 
tell me that they want a 
more visible force. This 
proposal will secure an¬ 
other 16 officers for 
Dorset, adding fresh lead¬ 
ership and skills. If we 
don’t recruit, the profile of 


the force will become un¬ 
balanced and we will 
begin to be unrepresenta¬ 
tive of the communities 
that we serve.” 

“This budget also allows 
the much needed invest¬ 
ment in new technology 
such as body worn cam¬ 
eras. This proposal will 
fund around 300 body 
worn videos for officers 
across Dorset which will 
result in better policing, 
more accountability and 
will lead to more convic¬ 
tions. These cameras aid 
evidence gathering, such 
as statements from domes¬ 
tic abuse victims. With the 


Diamond ring worth £16,000 stolen 


DETECTIVES in Dorchester are 
appealing for witnesses and anyone 
with information to come forward 
after a valuable diamond ring was 
stolen from a shop in the town. 

The incident happened at around 
4.50pm on Monday, December 23rd 
at Allum and Sidaway Jewellers in 
South Street. 

A man entered the shop and used 
a hammer to smash a glass display 
cabinet. A high-value platinum ring 
with a circular diamond solitaire 
worth £16,000 was stolen. 


The offender is described as a 
white man, aged in his thirties, five 
feet nine inches tall and of medium 
build. He was wearing a black 
hooded jacket with the hood up. 

Detective Sergeant Tom Isaac, of 
Weymouth CID, said: “I am appeal¬ 
ing for witnesses and anyone with 
any information about this incident 
to contact me. 

“I am particularly keen to hear 
from members of public who may 
have seen someone matching the 
description of the offender in the 


South Street area on Monday after¬ 
noon. 

“I would also appeal for anyone 
who has been offered a valuable di¬ 
amond ring to buy for an unusually 
low price or in suspicious circum¬ 
stances to get in touch.”

Crash victim thanks rescuers 


A CRASH victim who was pulled from his badly dam¬ 
aged burning car has thanked his three rescuers. 

Each will receive the Queen’s Commendations for 
Bravery, a civilian gallantry award which is given for acts 
of bravery entailing risk to life. 

Crash victim Matt Payne, 24, from Dorchester, was left 
with a broken femur, fractured ankle and patella, a col¬ 
lapsed lung and a head injury after the crash on the West 
Stafford bypass in June. 

“I would personally like to say a big thank you to An¬ 
drew Bilton and Brian and Jo Keane. 

“If it had not been for their quick response and the de¬ 
termination of all three, I may not be here today.” 

Mr Payne also praised the emergency services and 
teams at Dorset County Hospital who dealt with him as 
an emergency and have since helped his recovery. 

Mr and Mrs Keane came across the two-car crash which 
had left both drivers badly injured. Mr and Mrs Keane, 
both in their 40s, initially helped one driver out of his ve¬ 
hicle but found both doors on the second car jammed. 

Mr Bilton arrived and helped try and force the doors, 
hampered by smoke and flames from the first car and a 
fire which had also started in the car they were working 
on. Mr Keane, 47, then forced the back door, crawled in¬ 
side and managed to push the driver’s door slightly ajar. 


Back outside he and Mr Bilton managed to open the door 
and pull the driver to safety. 

Mrs Keane then gave first aid to the driver until the 
emergency services arrived. 

The citation to the award reads: “It is almost certain that 
all three were instrumental in saving the lives of the two 
crash victims. 

“Their quick actions ensured that the victims were kept 
safe until the emergency services arrived. 

“Brian and Joanne Keane and Andrew Bilton all put 
their lives in danger from the moment they became in¬ 
volved in the rescue. 

The three will receive their awards from the Lord-Lieu¬ 
tenant for Dorset, Mrs Anthony Pitt-Rivers.

New transport directory released 


THE Dorset Community Transport Directory has been 
updated and now includes details of around 60 volun¬ 
tary car schemes, dial-a-rides and other community 
transport projects in the county. 

Many of the schemes are aimed at older people 
and/or those with disabilities, but several projects are 
listed for young people. 

These may be extended after talks during recent 
months involving the Dorset Young People’s Trans¬ 
port Forum. One of the ideas which has been looked 
into is whether the goodwill, which enables the many 
neighbour car schemes to operate, could be extended 
to help young people. 

Simon Fraiz-Brown, Chair of Dorset Young People’s 
Transport Forum, has asked scheme operators who 
might be interested in extending their remit to include 
younger people to contact him via email: s.fraiz- 
brown@dorsetcc.gov.uk or phone 01305 224776. 

He points out that not all young people, especially 
in rural areas, have parents who can afford to run cars 
and for many young people that may mean not being 
able to get to job interviews or important appoint¬ 
ments. 


The updated directory is split by district with each 
page providing information about the scheme, details 
of which areas the scheme operates in and some con¬ 
tact details. 

In the Dorchester area, for example, it includes de¬ 
tails of the Age Concern weekly shopping service to 
the villages of Broadmayne, Crossways, Owermoigne, 
West Stafford, Warmwell, Maiden Newton, Cattis- 
tock, Puddletown and Tolpuddle as well as the Dorch¬ 
ester Dial A Bus which has wheelchair access and the 
Dorchester Neighbourhood Car Scheme.

DORCHESTER’S existing Household Recycle Centre at 
the end of St George’s Road is likely to have to be replaced 

- possibly with a new one at Poundbury. 

A county council document says that if one large new site 
for Dorchester cannot be found the town may have to have 
two separate sites. 

The report concludes that the existing site, which is often 
plagued by long queues, needs to be brought up to modem 
standards which it says is: “unlikely to be achievable on 
the current site”. 

Other sites are being looked at including one at Pound¬ 
bury. The idea has been floated before but was roundly 
condemned by residents on the Duchy estate. 

Dorchester is also lacking a waste transfer station which 
the council says could be provided as a separate facility 
or co-located with a household recycling centre. 

Documents explaining the need for change are available 
now online and at local council offices and will also be 
on show at the town library on January 14th. 

Two new documents are available for public comment 

- one looking at waste, and the other at mineral extraction. 


New sites have been identified for both waste disposal and 
minerals. A total of 44 new extraction sites, mainly for 
sand and gravel have been identified, most of them in 
Purbeck and East Dorset. 

Dorset County Council is encouraging people to make 
comments on two documents, the Mineral Sites Plan and 
the Waste Plan Issues Paper, before the deadline of Feb¬ 
ruary 13th. The county council, in partnership with 
Bournemouth Borough Council and the Borough of 
Poole, is in the early stages of producing the Mineral Sites 
Plan document that, once adopted, will set out potential 
locations for the extraction of sand, gravel, building stone 
and ball clay to meet national, regional and local require¬ 
ments. The plan outlines a total of 44 sites suggested by the 
minerals industry and landowners. 

Mike Garrity, head of minerals and waste planning policy 
said: “It is very important that residents and stakeholders 
express their views on the 44 suggested extraction sites 
now, as their opinions will shape the basis of more detailed 
appraisals of each site and ultimately could help form the 
decisions made by the county council.” 


Busy Christmas not hampered by weather 


THE Dorchester area largely escaped 
the worst effects of the weather over 
the holiday period. 

Some minor roads were temporar¬ 
ily flooded and water and fallen trees 
stopped both rail lines for a short pe¬ 
riod. The worst effects of the weather 
were to the east of the county town 
with the main Dorchester to Poole 
road blocked by flooding at Blox- 
worth and the Upton bypass. 

One of the usual trouble spots, the 
West Stafford bypass, remained 
largely clear after engineering work 
earlier in the year successfully eased 
water flows. Water meadows off St 
George’s Road and off the A37 
Yeovil road were flooded but with no 
effect on adjoining roads. 

Parts of Charminster were without 


power for a short time on December 
23rd. 

But shoppers were not deterred and 
on Boxing Day most of the town’s 
car parks were full as bargain hunters 
headed for town centre stores. 

Those who would otherwise have 
been alone at Christmas in the 
county town were treated to a meal 
on Christmas Day at the county hos¬ 
pital restaurant. 

Volunteers, organised by the Volun¬ 
teer Centre, picked people up from 
their homes, took them to the 
Darners Restaurant where they were 
also treated to presents and a food 
hamper each, and then took them 
back home again afterwards. 

Donations from Waitrose, the 
Gorge Cafe and others, helped pay 


for the event and Company at Christ¬ 
mas organiser Marie Waterman said 
there had been no shortage of volun¬ 
teers looking to help out. 

Staff at the maternity unit at the 
hospital were busy on Christmas Day 
with six babies being born. Babies 
born on the day were to Michael and 
May Brown, from Weymouth, Selina 
May 91bs loz; Gemma Harrison and 
David Townsend from Portland, Sid 
Townsend, 91bs lloz; Rebecca and 
Alan Greet from Wool, Charlie, 81bs 
4oz; Monica and Sean Rose from 
Portland, Adriana; Emma Craft and 
David Oinn, Leo, 51bs 3oz who ar¬ 
rived early after Emma was admitted 
suffering from pre-eclampsia; Emma 
and Darren Mills of Weymouth, 
Elsie. 


Following on from consultation, the county council will 
analyse comments and decide on which sites will be allo¬ 
cated for future quarrying. It will also begin to identify 
specific sites for new waste facilities. 

Councillor Hilary Cox, chair of the Bournemouth, 
Dorset and Poole minerals and waste joint advisory com¬ 
mittee, said: “Future recycling and waste facilities for 
Dorset should be high on all our agendas. The negative 
impact on the environment by sending waste to landfill is 
unsustainable and we need to find appropriate solutions. 
The questions asked in the Waste Plan Issues paper will 
address such problems.”

"I have seen far too 
many lives lost on the 
roads due to drink driv¬ 
ing. Research has 
shown that even one 


drink can impair the 
ability to drive so please 
don't get behind the 
wheel after drinking any 
alcohol at all." 

Inspector Butler is also 
urging people to plan 
ahead over New Year 
and take simple steps 
such as booking a taxi, 
having a designated 
driver or arranging 
overnight accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Every driver who is in¬ 
volved in a collision in 
Dorset during the drink 
and drug drive cam¬ 
paign will be breath 
tested, irrespective of 


whether they are sus¬ 
pected of drink driving 
or not. 

If someone is caught 
drink driving they will 
face a minimum 12 
month driving ban, a 
criminal record, up to six 
months in prison and a 
fine of up to £5,000. 

Inspector Butler 
added:"l urge members 
of the public to dial 999 
if they suspect some¬ 
one is driving underthe 
influence of alcohol or 
drugs, and please be as¬ 
sured that your details 
will remain anony¬ 
mous."

"The good news is that we can all choose to be extraor¬ 
dinary, whatever our circumstances. We can all create a 
life that we're truly proud to call our own," he says. 

"Face the pain, dissatisfaction and frustration that 
you're tolerating in your life now and become inspired 
by the dream of a more extraordinary future. 

"That may sound ambitious. It is. But unless you make 
that bold, aspirational statement, you can confidently 
predict that your energy, belief and commitment to 
make changes will run out after the first few weeks and 
you'll end up compromising on your future." 

He and other experts give their top tips to help make 
2014 your turning point. 

BEING EXTRAORDINARY 

• Firstly, identify the words you would like to describe 
'you' during this year - for instance, successful, re-in¬ 
vented, or perhaps fitter or more sociable. 

"Be challenging and write words that feel stretching 
and maybe even uncomfortable to you at present but 
which are how you would need to be to achieve your 
dream goals," says Ian Lock. 

"Think of yourself at your extraordinary best and con¬ 
sider what sort of life you might create for yourself and 
others." 

• Clarify what you really care about. 

"This underpins everything we do, say and feel," says 
Lock. "It's at the core of us and shapes our lives, often un¬ 
wittingly if we have never crystallised our thoughts on 
this before." 

Consider the beliefs, objects and people as well as the 
philosophies and moral values which honestly matter to 


you, he says. 

• Define which changes, and why, you wish to make to 
your life. Write a list and ensure they're the ones which 
will give a greater sense of purpose in your life. 

"Purpose is often linked with hope and ambition," says 
Lock. 

"Whatever you choose, try to notice whether it gives 
you either one of those.

A one match suspension for keeper Sam 
Filkins meant a debut for young Billy Fleet, 
while manager Trevor Senior was forced 
into a 3-5-3 formation due to a number of 
injuries and illness, particularly in defence, 
while two or three were carrying injuries. 

Despite this Bridport more than 
matched their opponents who were unde¬ 
feated in eight league matches before 
their shock defeat at Slimbridge. 

Both sides produced exciting, attacking 
football despite the heavy pitch in a match 
well refereed by Andy Turner who allowed 
for the conditions. 

Tom Richardson just headed over the top 
from Dan Wise's corner in the third minute, 
before Wise found space but fired his 25 
yards shot straight at keeper Jamie Beale. 

A neat Bridport move on 18 minutes saw 
Wise feed Gary Bulman who played in 
Ryan Dovell with a ball inside the full back, 
but the striker's fierce cross shot was 
palmed away by Beale. 

Bridport continued to dictate and 
Richardson just failed to get on the end of 
Wise's free kick at the far post, but on 26 
minutes they got their reward although it 
was an odd situation. 

Chris Clarke headed a Wise corner back 
across goal where Max Buckler shaped to 
hook the ball into the roof of the net. In¬ 
stead he miscued and the ball bizarrely 
spun up in the air and over the stranded 
Beale into the net. 

Two minutes later Gillingham were level 
in a repeat of the first goal conceded at 
Street. Three tackles by Bees defenders un¬ 
luckily rebounded back to the opposition 
until Harry Baker fed the unmarked Dan 
Thompson 12 yards from goal who picked 
his spot. 

Bridport responded when Chris Luke set 
up Darren Watts who was just wide with a 
35 yard effort, before Steve Smith, who 
had a short loan spell at St Mary's earlier in 
the season just headed over the angle of 
the goal from a corner.

Substitute Sean Stewart might have got 
it in the dying seconds of normal time, but 
his header from a Wise corner went wide. 
Bulman went even closer in the second 
minute of added time when his 30-yard 
shot clipped the right hand angle of the 
goalframe with Beale beaten. 

In a dramatic twist, the goal kick found 
Smith free inside the Bees half who 
thumped a 35 yards shot goalwards. 
Whether it was the strength of the shot or 
Fleet's inexperience, but the ball hit 
straight at him, passed between his hands 
and into the roof of the net. 

It certainly looked game over for Brid¬ 
port but straight from the restart Richard¬ 
son chased a ball down the left channel 
before flicking the ball past the outrushing 
Beale and just inside the far post. 

Unfortunately Gillingham held out for 
the remaining minute to claim the points 
which was unfair on Bridport who were 
well worth a draw.

DORCHESTER Town's hopes of 
ending the year on a high were 
dashed early in the second half by 
a catalogue of events that saw 
three players, Clive Makoni, Mark 
Jermyn and Steve Walker sent-off.
